tradition, wherein the lovers of the land forgather to

the wisdom of experience is on tap... .”

The obligations of the landlord are also 
factors in the matter, because the machinery for enforcing 
drastic reconstruction does not exist. In’ come cases, 
where people in needy circumstances have inherited 
cottage property already in a bad state of repair, it 
is almost impossible for them to find the means out of 
bare income to carry through the work which is urgently 
needed. An Act which empowered local authorities 
to take over such property at a fair price, and recondition 
it as a part of the municipal housing effort, would 
remove a serious threat to many pleasant groups of 


_ buildings prized for their outward appearance.

Siw josish Stamp's Views. 

Tuat the outlook for trade and com- 
merce at home continued to show steady 
improvement was the opinion expressed 
by Sir Josiah Stamp, chairman of the 
L.MLS. Railway, to the Lincoln Chamber 
of Commerce, though there were deepen- 
ing shadows abroad. The majority of the 
industrial factors or pointers continued to 
advance—employment, purchase of raw 
materials, postal statistics, iron and steel 
preduction, and the general weight of 
merchandise on the railways showed no 
slackening in improvement.

For the past forty years the atmo- 
spherical conditions in a populous area of 
London have produced serious decay of 
the stonework, especially on the exterior 
of the building, and this is more marked 
because the buttresses and pinnacles are 
soit sandstone.

Unlike ancient cathedrals, Southwark 
has had no ancient endowments for the 
maintenance of the fabric, and in recent 
years only occasional gifts have enabled 
the Biases B Chapter to carry out work 
which the architect has ordered as abso- 
lutely essential. Through lack of funds 
this work has never been anything more 
than a temporary solution. In 1936 Mr. 
W. Godfrey Allen, F.R.1.B.A., Surveyor 


A characteristic example of the seventeenth century inn, grouped with other 
temporary buildings by A.C. fare, RW.A, 


of St. Paul’s Cathedral and also Surveyor 
to Southwark-Cathedral, carried out a 
complete examination for the Chapter. In 
his report he stated that work costing 
some £7,500 was necessary immediately to 
prevent further decay, and to arrest de- 
fects which had accumulated during the 
present century. It is not difficult to 
realise that a building in which parts date 
from the twelfth century, and where the 
choir and Lady Chapel are specimens of 
the earliest known Gothic work in 
England (early thirteenth century), any 
defects not attended to are likely to 
threaten the future of the whole structure. 


Masonry 

To take a case in point, damp has found 
its way through the very interesting Nor- 
man work in the north wall of the Harvard 
Chapel, and the rubble hearting or core 
of the original wall is now exposed to the 
weather, and many of the stones are 80 
loose that they are falling away. The 
decay in the Purbeck marble shafts in the 
south-west doorway is so marked that it 
is essential to prevent their disintegrating 
beyond repair. The architect has pointed 
out that in a building of this character the 
condition of the masonry requires con- 
stant attention all the year round, and in 
most cathedrals a permanent staff of work- 
men is employed. 

Two thousand pounds has been spent 
out of the £7,500 essential at the moment, 
and this has been possible only by draw- 
ing on the capital of Cathedral funds. Mr. 
Godfrey Allen has estimated that £1,000 
&@ year as a minimum is required to pre- 
serve this, the oldest Gothie church in 
London. In order to provide this annual 
income a capital fund of at least £25,000 1s 
needed, as although some £350 a year 15 
available (of which £100 is specially set 
aside for the thirteenth-century Lady 
Chapel), a great deal more than this sum 
is being spent at present.

Tus exhibition at, the R.I-B.A. gives 
arch ‘ects an opportunity to see the remark- 
abic developments that have taken place 
in school planning and elevational. treat- 
men‘ during the last 15 years. The photo- 
' graphs, plans and models on ‘view repre- 
sent a great variety of types of schools 
and university buildings. The majority 
of the buildings aré free of all costly, 
over-claborate and unnecessary detail; 
simplicity of planning prevails, and gives 
the maximum of sunlight and air. These 
remarks apply to the designs of all 
the various countries represented. 
Without bias, we think the work of the 
British architects holds itg own with that 
of other countries, of which many ex- 
amples are on the walls. Tradition has 
not been entirely abandoned by England, 
- Holland, and the U.S.A. These countries 
have by no means been stampeded by 
the extremists, though in some exhibits 
a distinct break with the past is notice- 
able, with no evidence of tradition. While 
having nothing to say against the sweep- 
ing away of useless trimmings, we feel 
that over-starkness has a tendency to sug- 
gest a factory style; hence it is pleasing 
to see the traditional spirit shown in some 
of the British architects’ designs. The 
schools are ably planned, yet do not 
entirely sacrifice elevational treatment to 
utility; they are pleasing and appropri- 
ate, and harmonise with their surround- 
ings. The models shown are excellent, 
Mr. Oliver Hill’s being outstanding. 


Exhibition of Drawings 
by Mr. Alfred C. Conrade. 

At the Incorporated Association of 
Architects’ and Surveyors’ premises, 43, 
Grosvenor-place, 5.W., Mr. A. C. Conrade, 
who at one time was a frequent contri- 
butor to Vhe Builder, is holding an 
exhibition of his water-colour drawings. 
The subjects are varied and principally 
chosen from Continental towns, an 
picture the cathedrals, historic churches 
and lesser buildings. Mr. Conrade’s 
work is very thorough, and reveals his 
knowledge of architecture and its details, 
which is shown with delicacy and under- 
standing. Many of the drawings are 
dramatic in their conception, conveying 
the grandeur and atmosphere prevailing 
in great cathedrals and churches. 
Although elaborate in detail, the 
draughtsmanship is in no way laboured, 
and colour and light and shade are 
excellently rendered. The drawings 
cannot be compared with some of the 
modern school, where impressionism 
evades detail and perhaps knowledge. 

Reference may be made to No. 1, 
“ Rome, the Main Altar, St. Peter’s ’—a 
fine drawing, impressive in its rendering, 
colour and perspective: No. 4, “* Venice, 
Interior of St. Mark’s “—similar com- 
ment may be made of this work; No. 6, 
“ Henry the Seventh’s Chapel ”—a low- 
toned drawing with ecclesiastical figures 
conducting a service; No. 23, “ Venice, 
Chureh of St. Peter and Paul ”—in this 
Picture a dramatic effect is obtained by a 
strong light on the altar forming a centre 
of interest. Numerous other exhibits 
convey Mr. Conrade’s versatility ani his 
grasp and masterly handling of big and 
small subjects. 


An Old Inn 
at Merton. 

THe great activity in the rebuilding of 
hvensed premises within recent years has 
involved the disappearance of many in- 


‘resting, and im some cases architec- 
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turally attractive, old- houses. One such 
was the “King’s Head,” which used to 
stand in Merton High-strect, and has now 
been replaced by a new house set well 
back from the road. A noted coaching inn 
in its time, the “ King’s Head” was said 
to date from 1496, and it may well have 
done so, for although the front was of the 
late Georgian period (as may be seen from 
the accompanying illustration), the back’ 
part was of a much earlier date, contain- 
ing a good deal of timber-frame construc- 
tion, all in a. bad state of decay. 

The “ King’s Head ” stood almost oppo- 
site the site of Nelson’s residence “ Merton 
Place” (demolished about a hundred 
years ago), and it is said that the great 
admiral was in the habit of quenching 
his thirst at the house when out for his 
customary strolls around rural Merton.

4--ENGLISH CHIMNEY STACKS. 


Were the imecreased use of gas and 
electricity, to say nothing of central- 
heating, chimmey stacks are be 
scarcer year by year. For ail that, their 
impertance, as motifs in architectural 
composition, may be considered because 
it is very certain that the newer buildings 
of this age must provide interests else- 
where if they are to be as pleasing as 
many old buildings which rely so much 


ow their fine chimney stacks for their 


design-value. 

_ This is particularly true of small houses 
and cottages. Among the old examples 
many, wery properly, dre extremely 
simple both in form and in their direc: 
roois, running to gable ends, Frequently, 
however, the gable ends are bolstéred 
up by massive “outmide”’ chimney 
stacks which form ample “stops” 
te the roof's ridge, and are, indeed, 
like tethering-postse for the whole 
cottage. Apart from the sheer bulk. of 
these stacks (and perhaps a front door- 
way of pleasant interest), many small 
eotiages consist of no other outstanding 
features, and they would undoubtedly 
be sadly less mteresting if their chimney 
stacks were removed. This, then, is one 
problem confronting the designer to-day - 
the twentieth-century cottage cannot be 
“ composed’ with one, let alone two, 
external stacks of such size that one or 
both might express the provision of large 
log-barning inglenook fireplaces within, 
if, in fact, gas fires only are used. 

While the large external stack becomes 
the smallest cottage, an attenuated stack 
lacking the offsets which were used so 
logically in olden days looks weak and 
dall, so that although one stack might be 
provided for the flues of coal (or even for 
grouped gas) fires, it is usually better 
and cheaper to use ridge chimneys only

for most present-day cottage or small- 
house jobs. These ridge chimney stacks 
can be very valuable in architectural 
composition, but the use of them raises 
quite different design problems, and it is 
usual to treat a facade pyramidally, if 
possible, so that the chimney stack has 
distinct value as a climax at the top of the 
“ pyramid.”” Judging by the many old 
cottages which have fine ridge stacks used 
in this way, we can rightly conclude that 
definite attention was placed on the 
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desirability of a central ridge iti 
and that the old craftemen pe 
satisfied (as are too many architects ind 
builders to-day) with a chimney pen¢irat. 
ing the roof at no exact place. 

Every effort should always be made so 
to plan a house that its chimney or 
chimneys will emerge centrally on the 
ridge and in balanced positions, un) 
the design is such that no value is 
expected from these features. In that 
ease they can be kept behind the ridge i( 
the back of the house may properly be 
considered of secondary importance in 
the whole composition. If a smal] house 
ean be arranged so that it has but one 
centrally placed stack, this may be made 
quite a feature in the design, and it may 
have considerable height. On account of 
its position, the apparent height will 
always be less than the real height, and 
the apparent width of the stack is likely 
to be increased, because, most often, two 
adjacent sides will be seen together. This 
fact should be remembered in connection 
with the detailing of chimney stacks 
generally, and in particular in the design 
of copings or more elaborate caps. 

Oversailing courses are apt to look far 
greater in reality than they do on paper. 
The 45 deg. profile is the one that will be 
appreciated, and this will be seen in 
perspective: not in true elevation. 

While gable stacks may be closely 
related to the materials of the gable 
walls, ridgestacks should bear a good 
relation to the roofs they surmount. For 
instance, it would be appropriate to form 
a stack coping with black pantiles if the 
roof covering was also of black pantiles, 
whereas it would be “fussy” and not 
very sensible to use a pantile coping if 
plain tiles were used for the roof. 

On the other hand, a considerable 
freedom of materials may be employed for 
the finish of a gable stack without creat- 
ing a conflict between stack and roof. 

Besides the small houses and cottages 
there are the rather larger houses and

among these, period examples show us 
that for them, chimney stacks were 
utilised to play an even greater part in 
providing variety and interest of composi- 
tion. The early portions of Hampton 
Court Palace rely absolutely on their 
numerous magnificent chimney stacks, 
without which scheme would be dull. 
The stack illustrated in Fig. 1 is one 
of the simpler ones, but it well shows 
what value a feature like this gives to a 
design besides being in itself an object of 
beautiful craftsmanship. The same may 
be said of a great many period stacks 
connected to medium-size and large 
houses, and when gable stacks are few 
the roofs of period houses often contain 
numerous admirable ridge stacks instead. 
‘The examples shown in Figs, 2 and 3 
give an instant impression of importance 
as features in domestic compositions. The 
latter is, indeed, the principal feature on 
the Elizabethan house here. Besides 
this fine, massive etack exhibiting 
admirable brickwork, the introduction 
of the doorway strikes a distinctive note 
im its design. Both stacks seen in Fig. 2 
express their log-burning hearths within, 
and both, again, are salient features in 
connection with the houses they adjoin.

Figs, 4,5 and 6. Fig. 4 is at Amersham 
on a recently built brick house of modest 
size. Its bulk and general lines are very 
pleasant, and the placing of the stack 
has been happily considered here, because 
the house adjoins a steep hill, and but for 
this strong vertical feature there might 
have been a weak look to suggest that the 
house was ill-supported on the site. 
Instead, there is a feeling of rigidity. 
Gable stacks can be most valuable in 
architectural compositions upon sloping 
sites for the above reasons, and many are 
seen to help er in a marked 
degree when handled to give apparent 


support in this way. ; 

Fig. 5 is in the “old town’ of Amer- 
sham, and no one can fail to like its 
simple “ bigness” on the quite modest 
cottage it serves. This is the kind of 
feature which makes us pause in appre 
ciation. It has fine crafteork, pleasing 


colour, and good main-proportion. It

expresses well the type of fires we might 
find inside the cottage. ~ 

Fig. 6 is a late Georgian stack at West 
Wycombe, and, like Figs. 4 and 5, it is in 
prominent view from a-near-by road. The 
“ogee” offsets show that tendency 
towards sophistication which characterises 
so much Georgian work. The black coping 
is sensible, in conjunetion with colour- 
washed brick, because, with it, the soote 
tend to darken only the already dark part. 

The value of a gable stack as a stop 
to a roof's ridge is well seen in Fig. 7, 
an example which also shows splendid 
craftsmanship in its brickwork. ~ 

Fig. 8 is an admirable ridge stack which 
has entirely lovely quality and acts as 
a perfectly splendid feature to crown the 
roof of this, a moderately sized house. 

Fig. 9 shows another type of ridge stack. 
This reverts to earlier precedent, but is 
interesting as being a nineteenth-century 
interpretation of the Elizabethan kinds, 
where each five was always treated 
separately. 

Until very recently, contemporary well- 
known architects have used chimney 
stacks in the way that precedent shows. 
It is unnecessary to mention names, 
but every reader will recall certain fine 
houses in which the chimneys are no 
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We understand that steps wi!) be taken 
on behalf of the Architects’ Registration 
Council to reintroduce the Architects’ 
Registration Bill in Parliament during the 
first days of the new Session, which is 
expected to commence at the end of this 
month. The Council claims that the Bill, 
which passed through the House of Lords 
in the Spring, failed to secure the assent 
of the House of Commons only because 
of lack of Parliamentary time. The oppo- 
sition to the Bill, it may fairly be said, 
was restricted to a handful of Members.

The Outlook for Building: 
Sir Josiah Stamp’s Views. 

Tuat the outlook for trade and com- 
merce at home continued to show steady 
improvement was the opinion expressed 
by Sir Josiah Stamp, chairman of the 
L.M.8. Railway, to the Lincoln Chamber 
of Commerce, though there were deepen- 
ing shadows abroad. The majority of the 
industrial factors or pointers continued to 
advance—employment, purchase of raw 
materials, postal statistics, iron and steel 
production, and the general weight of 
merchandise on the railways showed no 
slackening in improvement. 

There was a 14 per cent. fal] in the 
building plans outside London compared 
with a year ago. The recession of the 
building boom, apart from Government 
action, had definitely begun, thongh it 
was not yet effective in reducing build- 
ing employment which lay ahead. In a 
few months it would have its effect upon 
iron and steel orders, which, apart from 
Government activity, might mean some 
relief to the too rapid rise. That relief 
would be welcome. 


Southwark Cathedral 
Appeal Fund.

Rev. the 
Lord Bishop of Southwark and the Cont- 
mittee, a visit was paid to the Cathedral 
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THE “ GEORGE,” NORTON ST. PHILIP, SOMERSET. 


Dating from the early fifteenth century, this picturesque inn was originally wholly 
of stone. It is assumed that the upper parts were destroyed by fire, p early 
in the sixteenth century, and replaced by half-timber work, 


by representatives of the Press and others 
on Friday, October 8, when an explana- 
tory tour of the fabric was made under the 
guidance of Canon T. P. Stevens. 

Very little money has been spent on 
Southwark Cathedral since the completion 
of the nineteenth-century restoration in 
1897. For the past forty years the atmo- 
spherical conditions in a populous area of 
London have produced serious decay of 
the stonework, especially on the exterior 
of the building, and this is more marked 
because the buttresses and pinnacles are 
soft sandstone. In many places the sur- 
face of the stone may be pulled off by 
hand. 

Unlike ancient cathedrals, Southwark 
has had no ancient endowments for the 
maintenance of the fabric, and in recent 
years only occasional gifts have enabled 
the unpaid Chapter to carry out work 
which the architect has ordered as abso- 
lutely essential. Through lack of funds 
this work has never been anything more 
than a temporary solution. In 1936 Mr.

To take a case in point, damp has found 
its way through the very interesting Nor- 
man work in the north wall of the Harvard 
Chapel, and the rubble hearting or core 
of the original wall is now exposed to the 
weather, and many of the stones are s0 
loose that they are falling away. The 
decay in the Purbeck marble shafts in the 
south-west doorway is so marked that it 
is essential to prevent their disintegrating 
beyond repair. The architect has pointed 
out that in a building of this character the 
condition of the masonry requires con- 
stant attention all the year round, and in 
most cathedrals a permanent staff of work- 
men is employed. 

Two thousand pounds has been spent 
out of the £7,500 essential at the moment, 
and this has been possible only by draw- 
ing on the capital of Cathedral funds. Mr.

The photo- 
graphs, plans and models on view repre- 
sent a great variety of types of schools 
and university buildings. The majority 
of the buildings are free of all costly, 
over-elaborate amd umnmecessary detail; 
simplicity of planning prevails, and gives 
the maximum of sunlight and air. These 
remarks apply to the designs of all 
the various countries represented. 

Without bias, we think the work of the 
British architects holds its own with that 
of other countries, of which many ex- 
amples are on the walls. Tradition has 
not been entirely-abandoned by England, 
Holland, and the U.S.A. These countries 
have by no means been stampeded by 
the extremists, though in some exhibits 
a distinct break with the past is notice- 
able, with no evidence of tradition. While 
having nothing to say against the sweep- 
ing away of useless trimmings, we feel 
that over-starkness has a tendency to sug- 
gest a factory style; hence it is pleasing 
to see the traditional spirit shown in some 
of the British architects’ designs. The 
schools are ably planned, yet do not 
entirely sacrifice elevational treatment to 
utility; they are pleasing and appropri- 
ate, and harmonise with their surround- 
ings. The models shown are excellent, 
Mr. Oliver Hill’s being outstanding. 


Exhibition of Drawings 
by Mr. Alfred C. Conrade. 

At the Incorporated Association of 
Architects’ and Surveyors’ premises, 43 
Grosvenor-place, 8.W., Mr. A. C. Conrade, 
who at one time was a frequent contri- 
butor to The Builder, is holding an 
exhibition of his water-colour drawings.

the whole composition. If a smal] hous- 
ean be arranged so that it has but one 
centrally placed stack, this may be made 
quite a feature in the design, and it may 
have considerable height. On account of 
its position, the apparent height will 
always be less than the real height, and 
the apparent width of the stack is likely 
to be increased, because, most often, two 
adjacent sides will be seen together. This 
fact should be remembered in connection 
with the detailing of chimney stacks 
generally, and in particular in the design 
of copings or more elaborate caps. 

Oversailing courses are apt to look far 
greater in reality than they do on paper. 
The 45 deg. profile is the one that will be 
appreciated, and this will be seen in 
perspective: not in true elevation. 

While gable stacks may be closely 
related to the materials of the gable 
walls, ridge-stacks should bear a good 
relation to the roofs they surmount. For 
instance, it would be appropriate to form 
a stack coping with black pantiles if the 
roof covering was also of black pantiles, 
whereas it would be “fussy” and not 
very sensible to use a pantile coping if 
plain tiles were used for the roof. 

On the other hand, a_ considerable 
freedom of materials may be employed for 
the finish of a gable stack without creat- 
ing a conflict between stack and roof. 

Besides the small houses and cottages 
there are the rather larger houses and 
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among these, period examples show us 
that for them, chimney stacks were 
utilised to play an even greater part in 
providing variety and interest of eomposi- 
tion, The early portions of Hampton 
Court Palace rely absolutely on their 
numerous magnificent chimney stacks, 
without which the scheme would be dull. 
The stack illustrated in Fig. 1 is one 
of the simpler ones, but it well shows 
what value a feature like this gives to a 
design besides being in itself an object of 
beautiful craftsmanship. The same may 
be said of a great many period stacks 
connected to medium-size and large 
houses, and when gable stacks are few 
the roofs of period houses often contain 
numerous admirable ridge stacks instead. 
The examples shown in Figs, 2 and 3 
give an instant impression of importance 
as features in domestic compositions. The 
latter is, indeed, the principal feature on 
the Elizabethan house here. Besides 
this fine, massive stack exhibiting 
admirable brickwork, the introduction 
of the doorway strikes a distinctive note 
in its design. Both stacks seen in Fig. 2 
express their log-burning hearths within, 
and both, again, are salient features in 
connection with the houses they adjoin. 
More recent gable-stacks are shown in 
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FIG. 5, 


Figs, 4, 5 and 6. Fig. 4 is at Amersham 
on a recently built brick house of modest 
size. Its bulk and general lines are very 
pleasant, and the placing of the stack 
has been happily considered here, because 
the house adjoins a steep hill, and but for 
this strong vertical feature there might 
have been a weak look to suggest that the 
house was ill-supported on the site. 
Instead, there is a feeling of rigidity. 
Gable stacks can be most valuable in 
architectural compositions upon sloping 
sites for the above reasons, and many are 
seen to help composition in 4 marked 
degree when handled to give apparent 
support in this way. # 

Fig. 5 is in the “old town” of Amer- 
sham, and no one can fail to like its 
simple “ bigness” on the quite modest 
cottage it serves. This is the kind of 
feature which makes us pause in appre 
ciation. It has fine craftwork, pleasing 
colour, and good main-proportion. It 
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FIG. 6. 


expresses well the type of fires we might 
find inside the cottage. — 

Fig. 6 is a late Georgian stack at West 
Wycombe, and, like Figs. 4 and 5, it is in 
prominent view from a-near-by road. The 
“ogee”’ offsets show that tendency 
towards sophistication which characterises 
so much Georgian work. The black coping 
is sensible, in conjunction with colour- 
washed brick, because, with it, the soots 
tend to darken only the already dark part, 

The value of a gable stack as a stop 
to a roof’s ridge is well seen in Fig. 7, 
an example which also shows splendid 
craftsmanship in its brickwork. ~ 

Fig. 8 is an admirable ridge stack which 
has entirely lovely quality and acts as 
a perfectly splendid feature to crown the 
roof of this, a moderately sized house. 

Fig. 9 shows another type of ridge stack. 
This reverts to earlier precedent, but is 
interesting as being a nineteenth-century 
interpretation of the Elizabethan kinds, 
where each flue was always treated 
separately. 

Until very recently, contemporary well- 
known architects have used chimney 
stacks in the way that precedent shows. 
It is unnecessary to mention names, 
but every reader will recall certain fine 
houses in which the chimneys are no

mere incidents but essential elements in 
splendid compositions. It will be 
interesting to see how these architects 
replace the interest when they may be 
called upon to design a fireplaceless 
home. But perhaps they will succeed in 
getting their clients to agree that, after 
all, coal fires have advantages. 

We are accustomed by now to all and 
every kind of municipal building in the 
design of which no chimney stacks occur. 

The London County Hall was perhaps 
the first and last great building of its 
kind (in London) to have massive 
chimney stacks as an essential part of its 
design. In more recent civic buildings 
chimney stacks are conspicuously absent. 

Their absence in such architectural 
composition may not be _ irritating, 
although frequently the layman may be 
heard to remark that a building with no 
chimneys looks gaunt. When therefore a 
new building, like the recently finished 
Somerset County Offices (at Taunton) is 
punctuated with two fine ridge chimneys, 
we have a comparison between the stack- 
less composition and this newcomer. 

A special exhibition at «a London 
museum shows old and new fireplaces, 
cooking and other implements, and old 
and new light fittings. The old emanate 
qualities all too rare in the new, but after 
visiting the exhibition it is essentia] to 
realise that this “‘ motor-car age ”’ has got 
the upper hand. Nevertheless, architects 
ean still command fine craftwork, and 
builders will be glad and ready to 
execute it. 

Though chimney stacks may have to 
take their place alongside the glorious 
antiques of the past, they will always be 
worth studying as examples of craftwork 
as well as for the parts they have played 
in the compositions of bygone buildings.

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THE MODERN INN” 


DESIGN AND PLANNING 
By H, R. GARDNER, 


Tue erection of licensed premises, or 
what are more popularly known as 
public-houses, is probably governed by 
more restrictions and regulations than 
is any other class of building. The archi- 
tect of experience is fully familiar with 
the procedure, but it may be of interest 
to others to know something of it and 
possibly to anticipate the pitfalls that are 
sometimes encountered. It may not 
be generally known that among the 
numerous offences to which the licensee 
is liable are: Permitting workmen’s 
wages to be paid in _ public-houses; 
refusing prpperly to accommodate 
billeted soldiers or horses; knowingly 
selling to a child under 14 years of age 
intoxicating liquor save in quantities not 
less than one pint in sealed vessels; 
allowing a child in a bar; selling to 
habitual drunkards within three years 
after their conviction, and altering 
premises without the consent of the 
Licensing Justices. 

Objection has sometimes been raised 
to the system of tied houses, but it must 
be borne in mind that the notable 
improvement in the modern licensed 
house is entirely due to the efforts of 
the brewery companies, who have in 
recent years made every endeavour to 
raise the standard of their houses to 
enable them to become pleasant places 
in which a man may take his family and 
obtain refreshment of whatever variety 
they need. The modern licensed house 
at its best, with its club room, tea garden 
and bowling green, should be, and often 
is, one of the chief social centres of a 
town. It has long since been recognised 
that a cheerfully designed school has 
great influence upon the artistic educa- 
tion of the children, and pleasant sur- 
roundings in the licensed house may do 
the same for the parents. 


Requirements of Licensing Justices. 

In addition to complying with the 
Building Acts and regulations governing 
buildings generally, the architect must 
satisfy the requirements of the Licensing 
Justices. As these vary in detail in 
different districts, it is advisable to visit 
the office of their clerk at an early stage 
and obtain a printed copy of the regula- 
tions. These will disclose the fact that 
duplicate copies of the complete drawings 
of the proposed building will have to be 
deposited with the Justices’ Clerk some 
three weeks before the Court sits to hear 
the application. In the case of a rebuild- 
ing or alterations, plans of both the new 
and existing buildings will have to be 
submitted. It is advisable fully to 
dimension the sizes of the new and old 
bars to show the extent of the proposed 
increase in or alteration to the drinking 
areas. © Considerable importance is 
attached by the Justices to the provision 
of ample accommodation for the supply 
of food and lavatories for both men and 
‘women. A notice of the application will 
hawe to be displayed and a copy of the 
plans deposited on the premises for the 
use of the Visiting Justices when they 
arrive to study the question on the site. 
It is at this point the battle is usually 
won, or lost, as their report largely 
influences the decision of the majority 
of the Justices when they sit to hear the 
application. 

In London it is advisable to discuss the 
proposed building with the District Sur- 
veyor before depositing the plans, and in 


the provinces it is still more imporiant to 
obtain the approval of the local Town 
Council and police, as this is invariably 
asked for in Court. When the application 
is made in Court the architect will atiend 
to give evidence on any question arising 
on the plans or premises; he should be 
careful to be armed with a copy o/ the 
plans, notes of the new and old licensed 
areas and any other information likely to 
assist the application. Careful attention 
to these matters may prevent the case 
being referred to the adjourned mecting, 
with its consequent delay, additional 
expense and annoyance to both client 
and architect. The application before the 
Justices is usually made by the client's 
legal adviser, and it is here the architect 
may possibly meet him for the first time. 
When attending the Court on several 
occasions it will be noticed by the 
familiar legal faces that the architectural 
profession is not alone in specialising in 
licensing work. In recent years it has 
been found that an application is greatly 
assisted by the provision of a perspective 
or model of the proposed building, as 
these are naturally more readily under- 
stood by the Bench. In the event of the 
Justices giving their consent to the pro- 
posal, they will ask for the period 
required to complete the work. It is here 
advisable to err on the right side by 
stating a time sufficient to cover any 
possible delay. At this stage it is wise 
to approach the client to ascertain if it is 
necessary to obtain further consents, such 
as freeholder’s, estate authorities’, etc. 
It cannot be too strongly emphasised 
that the drawings now prepared should 
not be looked upon as sketches, with the 
hope of making improvements at a later 
date. Once the plans have received the 
consent of the Justices no deviation must 
be made without further reference to 
them ; failure to observe this may involve 
an unpleasant interview with the Court. 
Unlike other traders, the licensee must 
carry on his trade upon the actual site 
during building operations. This is fre- 
quently a difficult matter and necessitates 
great care and involves additional 
expense in protecting the customers and 
staff against accident. In alterations to 
existing premises the working hours are 
often restricted to closing time. These 
and other unusual conditions should be 
fully explained in the building quantities 
and specification when asking for tenders. 


The Plan. 


The plan will naturally be governed by 
the accommodation required and the site 
available. A good “pull in” for cars is 
an acquisition to any licensed house and 
a necessity to those on a main thoreugh- 
fare. With new- sites this is a simple 


‘matter, but it ‘is difficult of achievement 


on a narrow’ site without setting the 
building behind the fronts of the adjoin- 
ing propetties, which, for obvious 
reasons, is undesirable. With a more 
generous frontage, the object may be 
achieved by placing the car park a‘ the 
side or rear of the building with access 
through an archway under a portion of 
the upper floor, somewhat similar to the 
old coaching inns. Much ingenuity cap 
be displaved in this respect, but the man 
able to plan three well-proportione: and 
lighted “bars, ladies’ and gentlemen’ 
lavatories. to each, perfect superv'=10D. 
and a private entrance to the domestic 
quarters, all on a restricted site between 
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two over properties, has very nearly 
achieve the impossible! 

The essentials of a good plan are to 
arrang. the respective bars around a cen- 
tral s-rvice, with access from the latter 
to the licensee’s private quarters; this 
concer rates the service and affords pro- 

r supervision of the bars. In large 
houses the service is fitted with a private 
office with observation windows, a dinner 
lift or serving hatch from the kitchen ser- 
vice, ctairs to cellar, a crate hoist for 
bottle beer, and baskets for empty bottles. 
In smal] houses the licensee’s parlour and 
kitchen are on the ground floor with bed- 
rooms, ete., over; in larger houses the 
whole of the staff rooms are on the upper 
floors. The public accommodation may 
vary from @ saloon and public bar with 
their lavatories to a road house with car 
park, several bars, dining-room, club- 
room, winter garden, concert hall, tea 
garden, bowling green, children’s play- 
house and garden, ete. The average house 
probably consists of a saloon bar with 
luncheon room adjoining, a private bar, 
sometimes set apart for Jadies only, a 
public bar with a workmen’s dining and 
games room, and an off-sales bar placed 
at the end of the building or in a wing 
annexe somewhat on the lines of a wine 
merchant’s shop. This frequently neces- 
sitates a separate service and attendant, 
as it requires a deal of ingenuity to pro- 
vide a secluded off-sales with direct access 
to the bar service. The arrangement of 
entrances to men’s and women’s lava- 
tories is no less difficult. On the one 
hand, they may be placed directly from 
their respective bars, with proper super- 
vision, but in ne way secluded, and on 
the other hand they may be placed near 
the entrances to the bars and dining-room 
with less supervision but more seclusion. 
In the smaller houses economy may be 
achieved by placing one lavatory for men 
between the saloon and public bars, with 
an entrance from each. 

However perfect the final plan of the 
building may be, the general effect will be 
largely governed by.the decoration and 
furnishing, which ranges from the usual 
Tudor oak panelled walls and beams, etc., 
to modern mirrors, stainless steel, 
coloured curtains, etc. The public bars 
are frequently fitted with fixed benches 
and the remainder with movable tables 
and chairs which, if considered in the 
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colour scheme, add much charm to the 
general appearance. In the workmen’s 
games room or public bar it is the usual 
practice to instal a dartboard with a 
shielded electric light over. 


Bar Flooring. 

A perfect bar flooring has not yet been 
devised, and opinions vary as to the best 
available material. Rubber and linoleum 
quickly suffer from discarded cigarette 
ends, and with hardwood flooring the 
cleaners, for some unaccountable reason, 
appear to prefer soda and soap to oil. In 
any case, both difficulties may be over- 
come in some measure by finishing the 
floor surround next the counter front with 
a border of tiles, mosaic, or marble, etc. 
The counter front affords another oppor- 
tunity for varied treatment, but in all 
cases provision should be made for access 
to the pumps of the beer engines and pro- 
tection against damage by customers’ 
boots; this latter is usually overcome by 
sloping the counter front, recessing and 
tiling the skirting, or projecting the 
counter top. The top should be approxi- 
mately 1 ft. 9in. wide and 3 ft. 5in. above 
the level of the bar floor; the surface 
finishing of this has probably been the 
subject of more experiments than any 
other part of the licensed house—pewter, 
polished mahogany, oiled teak, linoleum, 
rubber, marble, and numerous other 
materials each have their defects, and the 
best suffer from the eternal cigarette. The 
most satisfactory protection is afforded by 
inserting a wide metal band on the front 
edge of the counter top; a method which 
is adopted in many American bars. In 
busy houses the counter tops are fre- 
quently fitted with metal stands and glass 
shelves, or cases for the display of food, 
storage of clean glasses, etc. The under- 
counter is constructed independently of 
the counter itself and is fitted with wash- 
up wells with hot and cold taps and waste 
which is usually carried to a gulley in the 
cellar or outside the building. Ample 
shelving and drawers should be arranged 
on either side and under the wells and 
drainers for the storage of bottled beer. 
A bar cabinet is usually provided at the 
back of the service and opposite the coun- 
ter; this gives a finish to the wall or acts 
as a screen between bars; the upper part 
is frequently backed by mirrors and fitted 
with shelving for bottled wines and spirits, 
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cash registers, etc., the lower portion 
having drawers and shelving which is fre- 
quently used for quart bottled beer. 
Flaps and doors should be provided in 
the counters, and pass doors in the parti- 
tions between the bars for access for 
cleaners and other staff purposes. Rail- 
way restaurants and busy city houses are 
frequently provided witha separate snack 
bar, under the control of a chef; these are 
fitted with white vitrolite or tiled backs 
and shelves for the display of food; 
this arrangement relieves the bar staff 
from the service of food, and altogether 
provides a very attractive note. , 


Heating. 

The open fire and centra] heating both 
have their advocates; the former is no 
doubt more attractive and homely, but 
needs frequent attention and is difficult 
when the coal storage is not handy; prob- 
ably the most successful method is the 
gas-coke fire, which is easily controlled 
and consumes little fuel. Central heating 
is cleaner but not so attractive; in this 
case radiators are usually fitted under the 
windows, supplemented by a hot-water 
footrest around the counter plinth. A 
hot-water coil should be run around all 
skylights to prevent down draughts. Care 
should be taken to isolate the heating 
chamber and pipes from the beer cellar, 
and to provide access from the street for 
the delivery of fuel. Mechanica) ventila- 
tion is in some cases a necessity and 
may be provided by means of a flue 
with electric draw-off fan. Gas pilot lights 
should be placed in unobtrusive positions 
behind the bar service and other impor- 
tant points for emergency use in the event 
of a temporary electrical breakdown. 


The Beer Cellar. 

Care should be exercised in the con- 
struction of the beer cellar, particularly 
in damp positions; the walls and floors 
should be solidly constructed and tanked 
with asphalt, the floor being reinforced to 
resist water pressure, finished in trowelled 
granolithic laid to fall towards a gulley, 
or sump, when below the sewer level. 
Provision should be made for the storage 
and delivery of bottled beer and the erec- 
tion of a wine and spirit enclosure, which 
is usually under lock and key. The 
stillions for the beer barrels should be 
arranged as nearly as possible under the 
beer engines to minimise the length of the 
supply tubing. Lead pipe has given place 
to glass and porcelain tubing with rubber 
connectors, and these are now being super- 
seded by stainless steel. 

The time may be approaching when 
cellars, beer engines and tubing are of the 
past; beer is already supplied in a limited 
quantity from the wood, the sale of 
bottled beer is rapidly increasing, and 
wines and spirits have long ceased to be 
drawn from tubing supplied from casks. 

Justices and local authorities have of 
recent years raised objection to cellar 
flaps being placed on the public fost- 
paths; it is now the usual practice to 
build them under the bar windows, which 
necessitates an internal flap or a perma- 
nent bulkhead in the bar floor. These 
should be of ample size. 

Whatever comforts and services the in- 
terior of a modern licensed house may 
afford, the external ‘appearance must be 
the first appeal to a new customer. One 


_ has only to look at the great majority of 


the newer buildings to appreciate that the 
brewers and their architects are conscious 
of this.

Ir is agreeable to note that, after a 
period of eclipse, the English inn is again 
taking its proper place in English life. 
“The public-house represents what 
should be the hub of our wheel of Life 
essential to our material need and second 
only to the Church that stands and repre- 
sents our spiritual necessity. The Church 
is to the spirit as the inn is to the flesh, 
and, if good and well designed, they 
baulk the Devil himself.” Thus Sir 
Edwin Lutyens, and who shall deny the 
truth of what he says? 

For this the credit 1s largely due to the 
brewery companies for their progressive 
policy of rebuilding and improving their pro-

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perty—a policy which dates from before the 
war, though—as Mr. Basil Oliver has said in 
his ‘‘ Modern Public-house ’’—it received a 
new impetus from the Carlisle State-controlled 
public-house experiment which made its 
appearance in 1916. 

The general aim of the modern public-house 
has been to remove licensed premises from the 
‘* gin palace "’ category and to provide the 
amenities of a social club—tncluding food, 
games (both indoor and out), and, in many 
cases, non-alcoholic refreshments. Elsewhere 
in this issue is a selection of recently built 
inns, which give some indication of an Bi the 


brewery companies’ and their architects are 
oing. 

A good many changes have been made in 
planning and furnishings, and some less desir- 
able features—such as the ‘‘ Snuggeries ’’— 
have disappeared, but among the features at 
least which are still inseparable from licensed 
premises is the inn sign. Until recently, 
the inn sign has been going through a pretty 
bad parted, A number of brewers (for the 
free’ house is to-day the exception) have 
failed to realise the great opportunites for 
adding a pleasing form of decoration to the 
building, and have contented themselves with 
equipping their new premises with signs of an 
indifferent character, sometimes merely the 
trade mark. Following a correspondence in 
The Times, about five years ago, interest 
has been revived, and the attention of public 
and brewers alike was concentrated on the 
subject through the excellent exhibition of 
Inn Signs held at the Building Centre in 
November last year—an exhibition which 
received widespread publicity and _ has 
resulted in the setting up of a register of 
artists and designers qualified by experience 
in the painting or designing of signa. 

The inn sign, weeny more decorative 
than strictly useful, has to-day a greater 
significance in view of the growth of motor 
traffic. A sign which is attractive and maybe 
clearly distinguished at a distance is an 
essential in this age of rapid transport, for it 
is indicative of the tempo of modern life that 
motorists seldom turn back, and if they do 
not receive sufficient notice of an inn before 
arriving at it, they will go on to the next. 
As for pedestrians, there is ample evidence to 
show that poor architecture and an unattrac- 
tive sign make for poor business. 

The sign designer must therefore design 
in simple and direct terms and with clear 
colours, if it is a pictorial example. This 
criterion holds good whether the design is 
heraldic, portrait or general subject. Finicky 
and delicate designs, especially in metalwork, 
are of little use on traffic arteries, however 
charming they may be in themselves as

examples of craftsmanship. Examples shown 
on this page and on pages 667, 668 and 675 
illustrate how directness may successfully be 
achieved, and also how important is good 
lettering, and how successful the traditional 
note. 

One of the illustrations on this page is not 
of a sign but of a small plaque carrying the 
brewers’ trade-mark. This example, for 
Messrs. Greene, King and Sons, of Bury St. 
Edmunds, is in glazed pottery and decorates 
the facade of each of their premises, in 
addition, of course, to a sign. This plaque 
is entirely charming and is, as will be noticed, 
a rebus of the brewers’ name. It has been 
designed by Mr. George Kruger Gray. This 
idea, one feels, might well be adopted by 
other breweries. 

Generally speakirgs the brewers have made 
wonderful strides win the past few years 
in setting up attractive signs, and have 
earned the gratitude of all who care for good 
street decoration and who feel that the English 
inn is still a force in the national life. 

At the Building Centre is a register (with 
examples of their work) of about 70 designers 
of signs, and this may be freely consulted by 
brewers or architects interested. Any other

Tose familiar with the old fishing 


village of Hoylake, Cheshire, for so 


many years associated with one of the 
most famous golf courses in the 
country, will remember a_ small 
village inn situated in Market-street. 
A favourite resort of the local fishermen, 
the old building has now disappeared, 
and in its place the West Cheshire

Accommodation is comprised on five floors. 
In the basement is the beer cellar and heating 
chamber. On the ground floor is the saloon 
bar with a lounge behind the public bar. The 
Jounge looks on to a small paved garden. 
Across the whole front of the first floor, 
which sets back, is the dining-room.

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AT a ceremony on October 9, Mr. J. C. 
Wrigley, Director of Housing and Town 
Planning, Ministry of Health, performed 
the opening function in connection with 
the completion of the 1,000th house 
erected by Welwyn Garden U.D.C. 

The house (illustrated on this page) has 
been furnished for the sum of £80, the 
scheme of furnishing being based on the 
report issued by the Committee of the 
Council for Art and Industry. This 
display of furniture will be open for 
inspection by the general public for one 
month in order to give local tenants some 
idea of how a house can be furnished at a 
comparatively small cost. 

This house—which has been designed 
by Mr. Chas. W. Fox, F.R.1.B.A., of 
8, Southampton-street, W.C.1—is of semi- 
detached parlour type, and is part of the 
ninth housing scheme undertaken by the 
Council. This scheme consists of 19 
parlour houses, 91 non-parlour houses, 
8 flats for aged persons and 12 garages. 
The houses are sited partly in existing 
roads, but the majority are suitably 
grouped in an open and well-screened lay- 
out, adjoining which is a children’s play- 
ground. 

The houses are built with external 
cavity walls, faced with good quality 
facing brick, with metal casement 
windows and felted and pantiled roof. 
There are fire-resisting floors at first 
storey. The living-room, bedrooms and 
kitchen are of good size and shape, and 
the bedrooms are fitted with deep fitted 
hanging cupboards. Kitchens are well- 
equipped, as are the bathrooms. Each 
house or flat is equipped with a combined 
fuel and cycle or pram store. The con- 
tractors are the Gardner Development 
Co., Ltd., and the contract price was 
£40,425 10s. 9d.

COMPETITION FOR SERVICE FLATS AND SOCIAL CLUB 


In this competition for designs— 
organised by the promoters of Liverpool 
Building Trades Exhibition—the assessors, 
Messrs. B. M. Ward and L. Barnish, and 
Lt.Col. Ernest Gee, FF.R.I.B.A., have 
divided the premier award between 
Messrs. K. L. Dod, 40, Tangier-road, East 
Sheen,tand A. C. Dewey, 99, Lawrence- 
avenue New Malden, Surrey (£50, Design 
No. 6); and Messrs. Peter W. MaclIver and 
Roger Walters, 18, Abercromby-square, 
Liverpoo] (£50, Design No. 17). The third 
place goes to Mr. John A. Ashworth, 5, 
Chester-avenue, Bury-rd., Rochdale (£10). 

The competition, open to all British 
subjects, was for designs for bachelor flats 
combined with a recreation and social 
club. The number of flats was left to the 
competitors, but it was laid down that the 
scheme must be a commercial proposition. 
Garages were to be provided for 75 per 
cent. of the flats. Recreational require- 
ments were for tennis, bowls, squash and 
a gymnasium (with badminton court in- 
cluded). Club headquarters were to 
include: licensed restaurant for 100; 
lounge; card-room; billiards room; two 
committee rooms; secretary’s room; locker 
and changing rooms; kitchen and _ staff 
rooms; caretaker’s quarters; and dark 
room. 

Following is the assessors’ report :— 

“Nineteen schemes were submitted, 
showing a very good average of ability. 
The three premiated schemes, particu- 
larly, are excellent in their planning and 


representation, and in their appreciation 
of the problem. We make our award on 
considerations of general handling of the 
scheme rather than on constructional de- 
tails or the minor points of planning. 

** The authors of the two schemes tieing 
for first place have submitted very inter- 
esting schemes. They provide 80 flats and 
66 flats respectively on the 6-acre site, in 
addition to a social and recreational club, 
including gymnasium. No. 6 also suggests 
a swimming pool, which would certainly 
be an attraction. The root of the problem 
actually is to show how schemes of flats, 
combined with social and recreational 
facilities, could be placed within our built- 
up suburbs where the large old house is 
becoming passé. Such schemes of well- 
designed flats would restore the youth to 
many of the out-of-date areas which sur- 
round our parks. Regulations governing 
the amenities were strictly enforced in the 
conditions, and the entries show that they 
have had good effect on the schemes. 

“Most of the designs avoid the usual 
commercial greediness in attempting to 
put too much building on the site. There 
is no doubt that these schemes, if built, 
would prevent the present migration from 
the towns and have a marked influence in 
increasing rateable values in suburban 
areas, as well as providing the social] and 
recreational advantages with which our 
suburbs are at present so scantily served 
Pleasant buildings are needed with out 
look on pleasant surroundings.”

Measuring and Predetermining Daylizht 
Illumination. 

Srr,—Your readers will doubtless 
pardon a short reply to the very long 
letter on the above subject in your last 
issue. 

The grilles referred to, reproduced {from 
the Journal R.I.B.A. (Vol. 40, No. 15 
1933), were protected by patent applica. 
tion before they were first published by 
me, and before the instrument for which 
they were devised was exhibited at the 
Illuminating Engineering Society and the 
Royal Institution. This was some months 
before they appeared in different publica- 
tions as an addition to the usefulness of 
the instrument which your correspondent 
mentions. 

Anticipatory publication was alleged by 
your correspondent in his appeal against 
the sealing of my patent. The appeal was 
dismissed, the patent, No. 388851, was. 
sealed, and will if necessary be enforced. 

The legal “ grumble point” in daylight 
illumination, which was suggested in 1908 
as the result of my measurements with 
the first photometer devised to cope with 
the huge variations in daylight, is and 
always has been a ratio wholly indepen- 
dent of sky brightness. Otherwise it would 
searcely have been adopted in 1932 by 22 
countries differing widely in latitude, after 
six years of correspondence organised by 
the National Physical Laboratory between 
international committees on the subject. 
** Average sky brightness ” has no mean- 
ing. One does not see any better on a 
wet day because the sun was shining yes- 
terday, and may do so next week. 

The suggestion that the “grumble 
point” is inapplicable to colonia] towns 
was tested very practically in the Gibral- 
tar case cited by your correspondent. The 
special jury were asked to find that a 
threatened obstruction would be innocu- 
ous by reason of lengthy evidence as to 
high sky-brightness in Gibraltar. In 
reply they were invited to inspect for 
themselves houses similarly obstructed in 
the same street, in cloudless midsummer 
weather. On their verdict an injunction 
was granted.

()) by counting the number of equal 


increments on grilles superposed over . 


perspective drawings of the patches of 


sky. 

The latter method as developed by Mr. 
john Swarbrick from my calculations was 
described in The Builder of August 13, 
and, subsequently, in the issue of August 
27, Mr. Waldram referred to the latter 
method as tedious and inexact, the former 
as speedy and exact. In his paper Mr. 
Waldram is concerned with the ‘ tech- 
nique of exact measurement and _pre- 
determination and accurate methods of 
presenting the material factors of any 
problem sufficiently simple to be easily 
grasped by the non-technical mind,” and 
to this end gives four sample tables (out 
of the large number his method would 
require to be comprehensive) of percent- 
age daylight factor for each square foot 
of window, each table corresponding to 
the test-point at a given distance from the 
window. 

Examination of Mr. Waldram’s four 
tables by the Swarbrick perspective dia- 
gram and superposed grilles reveals 
numerous discrepancies. Fortunately, we 
are able to put the matter beyond dispute 
as to which of the methods is the more 
accurate in practice, in virtue of the fact 
that the percentage daylight factors for 
the squares of the tables in the case of 
the unglazed openings can readily be cal- 
culated with complete accuracy and rela- 
tive ease to four decimal places from a 
well-known formula. (See, for example, 
Walsh’s Photometry, 1926 (Constable), 
. 106.) 

. As a result of a number of such calcula- 
tions it can safely be asserted that the 
accurate design of the Swarbrick grilles 
coupled with the very small constant 
increment used (0.0025 per cent. daylight 
factor) gives the results for large or small 
patches of sky with complete accuracy 
to two places of decimals. In Mr. Wald- 
ram’s tables as published, however, com- 
plete reliance cannot be placed on the 
second decimal place of the entries, there 
being errors of from one to six units in 
the second decimal place. The results for 
large patches of sky, such as the complete 
windows superposed on the Tables ITI and 
IV (Figs. 9 and 10 in the extract in The 
Builder), are not accurate to the first 
decimal place. 

Since the method of obtaining the 
values for the glazed squares is also by 
planimeter measurements and from a 
diagram based on approximate calcula- 
tion, we cannot expect any greater 
accuracy here, but the results should at 
least be consistent with those for the 
unglazed squares. In the region within a 
cone of semi-angle 40 deg. with its vertex 
at the test-point and its axis normal to 
the window, the ratios of the correspond- 
ing entries in the tables for daylight 
factors for the glazed and unglazed open- 
ings should be constant and equal to 0.92. 
In the block of nine squares with one 
lower corner adjacent to the normal to the 
window in Table I, which comes within 
this angular region, these ratios vary 
from 0.85 to 0.97. 


‘per cent. 
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Since the drawing of the window on the ' 
table is of exactly the same nature as the ‘ 


drawing of it upon the Swarbrick per- 
spective chart, and the estimation of the 
daylight factor by relatively large and 
not constant increments is more crude 
than the counting of small constant inere- 
ments on the superposed Swarbrick 
grille, it is difficult to imagine that the 
proposed method can be more useful, the 
convenience of the tabulated measure- 
ments in terms of the linear dimensions 
in feet proving illusory when it is 
realised the vast number of such tables 
needed. In the writer’s view, to be 
really useful such results should be 
tabulated to at least three places of 
decimals accurately, in any case.

The following further letter has been re- 
ceived from Mr. Stevenson: 


Srr,—May I venture some remarks on 
the question of the standard of inadequacy 
discussed in Mr. Swarbrick’s letter last 
week and arising from the translated ex- 
tract from Mr. Waldram’s paper? A 
standard of inadequacy must primarily be 
a photometric and not merely a geometric 
standard. Mr. Waldram would appear to 
go beyond the international recommenda- 
tions. The resolution of the International 
Illumination Commission in 1931, which 
fixed the standard of inadequacy as 0.2 
daylight factor cannot be 
divorced from the previous preparatory 
resolution in 1928, which recommended 
the expression of daylight illumination in 
terms of lux when the external illumina- 
tion is 5,000 lux, or alternatively as the 
roof-ratio of these two illuminations. In 
other words, the standard of inadequacy 
as given by the resolutions would appear 
to be (a) 0.2 per cent. daylight factor (roof- 
ratio) with a total external illumination 
of 5,000 lux, or its alternative equivalent 
(b) 10 lux. 


There is nothing in these or other reso- 
lutions made at the time which justifies 
Mr. Waldram’s interpretation of the 
standard of inadequacy as 0.2 per cent. 
daylight factor in every case, a standard 
“independent of sky brightness, and 
therefore of weather, etc., height of the 
sun and latitude,” to quote from his paper. 
One is not impressed by Mr. Waldram’s 
unqualified contention that it is a matter 
of ratio only, and that sky brightness is 
immaterial (Commission International de 
UEclairage, Comptes Rendu des Séances, 
1931, p. 62), so that if the exterior illumina- 
tion is 50,000 lux, then the interior 
illumination is grumbled at if less than 
100 lux. If this type of argument by pro- 
portion, with no qualifying restrictions, is 
carried to its logical conclusion, then 
when the exterior illumination is 500 lux 
only, the interior illumination should 
only be a source of complaint if less than 
one lux (less than the average illumina- 
tion on, say, a programme in a cinema 
during the projection of a film), and, in 
fact, one might well query why it is neces- 
sary to use artificial light as twilight and 
darkness approaches in a room which was 
adequately daylit at noon. 


Even if we avoid these absurdities by 
qualifying the contention to the more 
reasonable expression that the “ grumble 
point” is, above a certain threshold of 
sky brightness, independent of that sky 
brightness, it is still by no means cer- 
tainly true. The prefatory note to Tech- 
nical Paper No. 19 (D.S.1.R. Tlumination 
Research) published as recently as March, 
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1937, on Daylight Illumination Neces- 
sary for Clerical Work,” states that *‘ it 
has not yet been definitely settled whether 
for clerical work the absolute illumination 
is more important than the ratio of the 
illumination on the desk to that outside 
the room. ... . In general, however, it 
seems that. the absolute illumination is 
the more important figure.” This last re- 
mark supports Mr. Swarbrick’s conten- 
tion (and experience) that he should not 
(and did not) need a greater illumination 
in Gibraltar than in London for reading 
and writing. 

On the question of variation of illumina- 
tion with latitude, it ig noteworthy that 
Technical Paper No. 19, which uses results 
of continuous records of daylight illumina- 
tion obtained at the National Physical 
Laboratory at Teddington to correlate 
daylight factors in the South of England 
with average photometric measurements, 
concludes with the remark that “ for areas 
in the North of England, or in Scotland, 
where the effects of seasonal variation are 
different, data are being obtained, but so 
far the records have not extended over « 
sufficiently long period to give average 
results independent of meteorological con- 
ditions.” In the case of the United States 
of America, where the limits in Jatitude 
are very much wider than in Great 
Britain, the large variations of average 
sky brightness with latitude are clearly 
demonstrated by Ives’ work on Kimball’s 
observations, although it should be noted 
that these sky brightness values are for 
the diffuse illumination from a clear sky, 
and show different variations in the 
Eastern States, Plain States and Plateau 
States, i.e., depend also on elevation above 
sea level. However, the argument some- 
times put forward that cloud obscuring 
the earth would result in the same total 
illumination whatever the altitude of the 
sun, and would iron out all such dif- 
ferences extant with a clear sky is, in my 
opinion, quite untenable, and certainly 
not proven or supported by any published 
evidence, and Mr. Waldram’s use of the 
hypothetical 5,000 lux of the International 
Illumination Commission’s resolution in 
1928, as an average for moderately dull 
days of universal validity is not what is 
recommended in the resolutions referred 
to nor is it likely to be approved by an 
international gathering of illumination 
experts on the evidence to date, as the dis- 
cussions on the resolutions in question 
clearly indicate.

Reply to Mr. Stevenson's Letters. 
Copies of the above letters from Mr. 
Steverson have been sent to Mr. 
Waldram, who replies as follows — 
Str,—This storm in a mathematical tea- 
cup is becoming wearisome. What is it 
all about? 


In 1931 I was asked, as chairman of a 
joint committee on the lighting of schools, 
to devise a simple daylight measuring in- 
strument suitable for use by school 
inspectors. This involved the evolution of 
accurate measuring grilles, which, when 
superimposed over the focusing screen of 
a camera, or over a photograph or perspec- 
tive, would enable daylight factors to be 
measured; all previous attempts in that 
direction being far too crude and too 
obviously inaccurate. At that time I was 
somewhat surfeited with the sincere tlat- 
tery of having had my work in connection 
with the measurement of daylight 
imitated, copied without acknowledgment, 
and claimed. 


When therefore the first instrument was 
méntioned at the International Tlumina- 
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tion Congress at Glasgow in that year I 


_ refused a request to explain it in detail 


to those present; and before exhibiting it 
later at the Illuminating Engineering 
Society and the Royal Institution, I took 
the precaution of a patent application. 


Some months later there appeared in 
various publications highly mathematical 
articles giving alternative methods of cal- 
culating grilles; and, as usual, claiming 
the system. The patent application, how- 
ever, antedated everything except the un- 
successful attempts of early investigators. 
Hence these tears. 

The appeal to your readers to give post- 
humous recognition to forgotten failures 
scarcely rings true in juxtaposition to 
claims that the systems should henceforth 
be known by the names of your correspon- 
dents; and Mr. Stevenson now finds it 
necessary to accuse me of inaccuracy— 

(a) Because I have not taken to three 
places of decimals a formula which I did 
not use, in order to achieve a result in 
relation to which the refinement of even 
two places of decimals borders on the 
absurd, and 

(+b) Because hig calculations do not 
agree with mine, and therefore I must be 
wrong. 

Such a charge, coming from one who, in 
the September issue of the “ Journal of 
Scientific. Instruments,” apologises for 
misrepresentations in the July issue both 
of myself and of another worker in the 
same field, might perhaps be given, in the 
approved phraseology of Government de- 
partments, the attention which it deserves. 


Unfortunately, in order to support his 
friend’s claims for the application of 
grilles through his instrument to all day- 
light problems, Mr. Stevenson questions 
the accuracy of my statement that 
measurement by counting small squares 
on grilles is more tedious and less accurate 
than planimeter measurements on large- 
scale geometrical diagrams. Not, be it 
noted, because he has used both, but 
because the error must be small if the 
squares are small. 

Grilles have a definite but limited sphere 
of practical usefulness. Even a short ex- 
perience with them discloses how difficult 
it is to secure agreement between two 
careful observers in certain cases which 
often occur in practice. Surely I should 
not, without good and sufficient reason, 
be likely to warn your readers against the 
indiscriminate use of a system of which 
I am the patentee. 

To Mr. Stevenson’s second long letter 
it is possible to reply more briefly. 

During the six years of international 
inquiry, from 1925 to 1931, much was said 
and written about 5,000 lux or some other 
definition of sky brightness; because at 
that time many people considered that the 
human eye only reacted to intensity of 
illumination expressed in photometric 
units. At lower limits it does, and a 
“ grumble point ” correct for dull days is 
often accepted for that reason alone, 
especially in this country. At higher 
levels, however, it appears to be affected 
by psychological as well as by physio- 
logical and physical factors, and there- 
fore to react mainly to ratio. 


When therefore in 1932 the various 
countries ratified the final results of the 
Commission in the form stated in Tech- 
nical Paper No. 7, sky brightness had dis- 
appeared altogether, and the standard 
“grumble point” had gone back to the 
simple ratio which I measured and pub- 
lished in 1908. 


In order to succeed in practice in face 
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of inevitable criticism, any such standard- 
ised “ grumble point”’ needs to be not 
only equally true, but also equally 
obvious at all stages of sky brightness, 
from sunrise to sunset and from June to 
December. No amount of mathematical 
calculation can dispose of the fact that 
over a quarter of a century the “ grumble 
point ” has survived the test of practical 
application to thousands of acrimonious 
disputes as to light involving huge pro- 
perty values. The popular estimate of the 
relative atomic weights of fact and theory 
may not be taken to three places of deci- 
mals. It may often be unjust; but some- 
times it is not far wrong.

The R.1.B.A. Council. 

Sir,—Assuming that the 1937 issues of 
the R.I.B.A. Kalendar and the R.I.B.A.

According to the Kalendar, page 19, the 
Chairman of the Architects’ Registration 
Council of the United Kingdom, as such, 
is a member of the R.I.B.A. Council, the 
inference being that whoever might be 
Chairman of the Registration Council, 
even though he were not a member of the 
R.1.B.A., would automatically be a 
member of the R.I.B.A.’s Council. But 
the by-laws make no such provision. On 
the other hand, a by-law does make pro- 
vision for the Chairman of the R.J.B.A.’s 
Registration Committee (which is a 
totally different thing) to be auto- 
matically a member of the R.I.B.A. 
Council. The Kalendar, however, does 
not print that worthy’s name (under the 
appropriate heading) in the Council List. 


It so happens that the Chairman of the 
Registration Council and the Chairman 
of the R.1.B.A.’s Registration Committee 
are two different persons, so in whichever 
way one looks at the Council List it 
seems to be incorrect.

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R.|.8.A. MODERN SCHOOLS 
EXHIBITION. 


Tae Modern’Schools Exhibition at the 
RJ.E.A. was opened by Professor John 
Hilton, M.A., on Tuesday. It is open to the 
publi: (admission free) daily from 10 a.m. 
to 8 p.m., Saturday 10 a.m. to6p.m. It will 
elose 11 8 p.m. on Tuesday, October 19, after 
which it will proceed on a provincial tour. 

The exhibition has been organised by the 
R.LB.A. to show the newest ideas in the plan- 
ning, equipment and design of school buildings 
in connection with the Government’s new 
drive to modernise the State school establisn- 
ments of this country, and has received the 
approval and assistance of H.M. Board of 
Education. 

It has been designed specially as a touring 
exhibition and is to be shown mainly in the 
art galleries and museums of municipalities. 
The tour is already ‘booked until the autumn 
of 1938. It is intended principally for the 
general public. 

The exhibition consists of more than 300 
photographic enlargements, diagrams and 
models, and illustrates a selection of. the 
world’s newest and best school buildings. It 
is subdivided according to countries, brief 
descriptions of the ate school systems 
governing the designs being given in the 
catalogue. The British section is subdivided 
into Nursery Schools, Infant Schools, Open- 
air Schools, Junior Elementary Schools, Senior 
Elementary Schools, Secondary, Grammar and 
Pubtic Schools, Technical Schools, 

Among the. most interesting technical 
exhibits are some typical diagrammatic plans 
of schools (reproduced herewith) which have 
been specially drawn for the exhibition under 
the direction of Mr. . W. Burchett, 
A.R.I.B.A., Assistant Architect for Educa- 
tional Buildings, Middlesex C.C., with the 
help of H.M. Board of Education. 

A special section, intended to show the need 
for modernisation, has been contributed by 
the Council for the Ten-year Plan. - The 
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Council point out that some five millions of 
the child population spend a considerable por- 
tion of their time in schools, of which 80 per 
cent. are out of date. The section of the 
exhibition organised by the Council contrasts 
by means of photographs the conditions 
existing in the best new schools with those in 
older, obsolescent schools. 

A small section consists of typical litho- 
graphs of original works by living artists 
suitable for the decoration of schools. 

The exhibition aims at showing :— 

(1) That school — oad design has 
advanced enormously in recent years. The 
idea of school buildings as ugly, uncomfortable 
barracks is a thing of the past. Rather should 
they be, in the words of H.M. Board of Eda- 
cation, ‘‘ social and cultural centres’’ that 


are ‘‘ attractive features in the architectural 
lay-out of a neighbourhood.” 

(2) That school design has now become 
specialised and requires the employment of 
architects properly qualified to undertake it. 
Che difference between a good school building 
and a mediocre one depends less on cost than 
on the skill and knowledge of the architect. 

(3) The equipping of the nation with schools 
worthy of modern educational ideals is in the 
hands. of the tax-paying parent. 

No schools have as a been completed 
according to the ag es and requirements 
laid down in the Board of Education's 
pamphlet No. 107. The exhibition cannot, 
therefore, do more than indicate the ideals at 
which the Government and many of the-lead- 
ing municipalities are at present aiming.

FLOORS. | 

Solid Floors. 

By-Law 77 contains a very necessary re- 
quirement. It is that all floorings of boards, 

lanks or wood blocks, which are laid or 
bedded directly upon concrete or the like, and 
known as solid floors, must be constructed so 
that the flooring is protected from dampness 
or dry-rot. If there is no mater-pressure 
under the floor, the requirement is satisfied 
if the boards, planks or wood blocks are laid 


or bedded upon a continuous layer, at least 


4 in. thick, of bitumen of a suitable grade, or 


of coal-tar pitch. This is to be carried up, 


that is, turned up against the walls adjoining 
the floor to the level of the upper surface of 
the floor. If the boards or planks are nailed 
to wood. fillets embedded in the concrete, 
these fillets are to be thoroughly impregnated 
with creosote. 

ROOFS. 


To be Weatherproof and Materials for Roofs. 

By-law 78 requires that every roof (which 
term includes any turret, dormer, lantern 
light, and a skylight forming part of the roof, 
but does not include a door, r frame, win- 
dow or window-frame of the same) must be 
waterproof. In general, with the exception 
given below, roofs are to be constructed of 
the following materials, or partly of one and 
partly of another: (a) natural or asbestos 
cement slates; (6) tiles or slabs of burnt clay, 
-concrete, stone, glass or asbestos cement; (c) 


lead, copper or zinc; (d) asphalt mastic con- 


taining not less than per cent. of mineral 
matter, which must be not less than 3-in. 
thick and laid on boards not less than 1 in.,

SHORT-LIVED MATERIALS. 
Specification of Materials. 

By-law 79 applies the provisions of Section

the absence of special care, are liable to rapid 
deterioration or are unsuitable for use in the 
construction of permanent buildings : () So

riefly, the position under Section 53 of the 
Public Health Act, 1936, is this : If plans of 
a building are deposited with a local authority 
and the plans show that it is proposed to 
construct the building of the materials as 
specified above, then the authority concerned 
can either reject the plans, or pass them and 
at the same time fix a period on the expira- 
tion of which the building must be removed, 
at the same time imposing reasonable condi- 
tions with respect to the use of the buildings. 
Furthermore, if a building, of which plans 
ought under the building by-laws to have 
been deposited but are not. so deposited, 
appears to the authority to be constructed of 
the above-mentioned “‘ short-lived materials,” 
the authority can fix a period on the expira- 
tion of which the building must be removed, 
and also impose conditions as to the user of 
it. This period can, however, be extended, 
and the authority concerned can vary any con- 
ditions imposed (sub-section 3). There is an 
appeal permitted to a court of summary juris- 
diction by any person aggrieved by the action 
of the local authority in rejecting the plans, 
or in fixing or refusing to extend any period, 
or in imposing or refusing to vary any con- 
ditions. Sub-section (7) provides that the 
provisions of this section are to apply to any 
materials specified in the building by-laws of 
a local authority, i.e., to those specified in 
by-law 79, if such are accepted.

The memorandum submitted by >the 
Federation pointed out, on the general sub. 
ject of the relationship between employer and 
operative in the building industry, that every 
major problem arising in the complex opera. 


‘tions of the industry and affecting more than 


one million workers, had been dealt with by 
complete highly efficient collective 
machinery for regulating wages, hours and’ 
conditions. The whole background of the 
relations _ between organised ‘employers and 
operatives in the industry had baie one of 
radual amelioration of the conditions of 
abour of those employed. The principle of 
a 44-hour average working week was adopted 
and operated by agreement soon after the 
War, whereas before, the trade had been ac- 
customed to working hours of from 56 to’70 
8 week. Again, by mutual agreement, the 
ourly wage-rates were fixed at levels about 
25 per cent. higher than those which would 
have been justified by the increased cost of 
living, as compared with the period before 
the War. By means of a sliding scale corre- 
lating the wage rates with the official cost-of- 
living figures, the relative wage levels were 
maintained even during periods of unprece- 
dented depression, such as in 1932-33. These 
positive ameliorations of working conditions 
in the industry had been accomplished by 
collective negotiation, and without: strife. 
This machinery was not only still operating 
but, in the light of experience, had been so - 
improved that it was now regarded by all 
parties to it as being fully capable of dealing 
with any situation or problem that might 
arise. 


The ‘“‘ Wet Time” Scheme. 


The building industry had for some time 
been dealing with a problem wnich, in several 
was concerned with somewhat 
similar factors to those involved in the ques 
tion of holidays, but which had been more 
real and insistent in the peculiar conditions of 
the building industry, namely, the unavoid- 
able loss of working time during periods of 
inclement weather, such as frost and rain, and 


_ the consequent inability of outdoor workers ¢t 


such periods to earn full wages each week. 
exercise of the greatest good will 
and mutual understanding on the part of 
employers and operatives, together with 
advice generously given by the administrative 
officials of the Ministry of Labour, had it 
been possible to remove the many obstacles 
and to prepare a scheme which was now 
before the executives, and was expected 
to provide a solution of the problem upon 4 
basis of contributory insurance yielding com- 
pensation for lost time to the extent of 50 per 
cent. of what would have been earned if time 
had not been lost. 


As regards the question of holidays, of 
necessity the building industry was to a fairly 
large extent a seasonal industry, so that, 
being restricted in its winter operations, most 
of its production had to be concentrated into 
the spring, summer and autumn months, due_ 
to weather conditions and the shortage of 
daylight. The works carried out by building 
firms of any size were much scattered, and it 
was usual for the same firm to be carrying 
out, at the same time, several jobs of very 
varying size.and shape in quite different 
parts of the country, tu be succeeded at dif- 
ferent dates by a further series of jobs in yet 
other parts of the country. With the excep 
tion of foremen and a relatively few key-men, 
the personnel of each job was recruited in the 
district where the project was carried out, 
and they might never again work for or 
same firm. In addition, many loca 
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authorities required employment of a high 
percentage of local labour on their contracts. 
Every building job, from its nature, required 
a constantly changing personnel, varying m 
type according to the operations successively 
becoming necessary. Then the changes in 

uitements of each job necessarily involved 
rapid alterations of engagements, discharge, or 
re-engagement, and, therefore, a system of 
engagement and payment by the hour had 
been found most appropriate. This hourly 
basis of engagement and payment was implicit 
in collective agreements upplying to the 
industry, not only in this country but else- 
where. 

A consideration of these facts would reveal 
the special and important difficulties affect- 
ing holidays in the building industry, which 
could hardly be tackled, with any hope of 
success. by any body or authority outside 
the existing joint authorities in the industry. 
Then, as regards the bearing of the expense, 
if the problem was merely one of cost, it 
might well be possible for an industry such 
as building to take the facile view that 
extra cost could be passed on to the building 
owners for whom the building work was 
done. It was true that most organised 
building employers under competitive con- 
ditions would naturally wish that any such 
extra cost was equally incurred by the non- 
organised contractors in the industry with 
whom they were in competition. Quite apart 
from that consideration, however, were the 
facts that the extra cost would not he con- 
fined to the actual disbursements on this 
account; that it would be reflected - in 
increased rents and higher prices, and that 
to some extent further building work would 
thus be discouraged. 

In practice, the provision of holidays with 
pay in such industries as building would 
amount to a ‘‘money-box”’ transaction, viz., 
the provision of extra ‘but ear-marked 
remuneration. It might be contended that 
the higher rates of pay available in the build- 
ing industry had covered the provision of 
holidays, the only qualification being that the 
necessity for ear-marking the proportion of 
the remuneration appropriate for the holidays 
had rested with the operative himself. Then, 
having regard to the excellence of the exist- 
ing arrangements for collective negotiation 
within the building industry, it was con- 
tended that the whole question was one 
which should not be made the subject of 
external attempts at regulation, but should 
be dealt with, in the natural course of events, 
by those organised employers and operatives 
in the industry who best knew the conditions. 
It was, of course, possible that in the course 
of the investigations the organised industry 
might seek Governmental advice or co-opera- 
tion, but it was strongly urged that the 
subject should be left for the collaborative 
attention of the organised employers and 
operatives, as part of their evolutionary con- 
duct of the rear! 

In answer to the Chairman, Sir Jonah said 
the relationship in the industry had been 
‘| cordial, certainly for the last 13 years, 
and during that time they had been able 
to adjust practically all their difficulties, 
except following a strike some years ago, 
when the assistance of an_ independent 
arbitrator was called in to decide the matters 
that arose. As regards the particular ques- 
tion of holidays with pay, t ey had not so 

received any claims from the operatives, 
but if and when they did, they would con- 
sider the matter as sympathetically as all 
other claims that had been submitted to them. 
Lord Amulree: It would be much more 
difficult for you than in many other 
industries ?—Witness : I don’t say the diffi- 
culties cannot be dissolved, but it would be 
very difficult to apply a scheme of, say, a 
week or a fortnight’s holiday.
